tobert Watson, M.P. for Marquette bids 
fair to become a prominent figure in future in 
Manitoba and federal politics, Mr. Watson 
has the honor to be the only representative 
the people of Manitoba have ever had either 
in the provincial legislature or federal parlia- 
ment whose promises before election have not 
been more or less belied by his action after 
taking his seat, whose promises were made as 
the result of his eonvictions and whose ac- 
tions have been dictated by the wishes and 
interests of his constituents instead of by the 
wishes of a party andthe interests of him- 
self, Asthe consequence of having taken 
such an entirely original course, Mr. Watson 
has drawn upon himself the severe censure 
of those who look upon it a8 a serious breach 
of a time honored custom,and a aurrender of 
the special privilege of Manitoban represent- 
atives to serve themselves or their party first, 
last and always and their province and coun- 
try never.

Mr. Watson moved that a condition of the 
granting of the loan should be the renounc- 
ingg of the monopoly by the syndicate, desiring 
that if the settler was to be compelled to 
carry this additional burden he should have 
his others lightened or removed. The “ pa- 
triote” voted this down. In supporting his 
motion to do away with the monopoly clause, 
in allusion to Mr. Thos. White’s speech ac- 
cusing the Manitoba people of being discon- 
tented without cause, Mr. Watson mentioned 
some of the difficulties peculiar to prairie life 
which beset the North-West settler and ren- 
der cheap railroad communication a@ neces- 
sity to his prosperity or even his existence. 
Mr. Watson had the presumption to say that 
in many cases settlers were obliged to draw 
their wood thirty miles. That the
